Vatican relaxes rules on receiving Communion 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — (RNS) — The Vatican 
has relaxed norms for the reception of Com- 
munion, including use of lay ministers, fre- 
quency of Communion and fasting for the sick 
and aging. 


The instructions also set guidelines “to 
insure’ proper reverence” for Communion- 
in-the-hand in the 15 or so countries where this 
is now permitted. 


This. practice is not authorized in this coun- 
try as the U.S. bishops have not requested Vati- 
can permission. A 1970 proposal to the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops 
(NCCB) to request permission was rejected. 


“THE VATICAN instructions, Immensae 
Caritatis, were issued by the Sacred Congrega-

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tion for the Discipline of Sacraments in Rome 
and the NCCB here. 

They authorize individual bishops, on their 
own initiatve, to permit distribution of Com- 
munion by extraordinary ministers of the 
eucharist, including sisters, brothers and lay 
men and women. 

(This practice has been allowed since 1969 
when specifically requested. In the San Diego 


diocese there are about 165 lay ministers for. 


giving Communion.) 
HOLY COMMUNION, according to the 
instructions, can be received by individuals 


twice in the same day if the second reception - 


comes during Masses involving special occa- 
sions — weddings, ordinations, funerals and 
baptisms. :

A second reception is not permitted simply 
“for reasons of piety and devotion.” 


With respect to the sick and aged, the time 
of fasting from food or alcoholic drink prior 
to Communion is now set at one-quarter hour, 
instead of an hour. One hour is still required 
for those who are not ill or elderly. 


THE VATICAN pointed out that today’s con- 
ditions make demands for greater access to the 
Eucharist and that it should be possible for the 
faithful to share more fully in the benefits of 
the Mass. 


It indicated that greater use of and reverence 
for the Blessed Sacrament would lead to greater 
dedication by Catholics “to God, to the good 
of the Church and to mankind.”

Cites ‘critical’ financial problem 


Evaluation team says USD can 
handle twice as many students

THE UNIVERSITY of San 
Diego could accommodate 
twice as many students with 
its present facilities, and its 
faculty “is more than 
adequate for the (present) 
task in hand,” according to 
an official report released 
this week. 

An evaluation committee 
representing the accredita- 
tion commission of the 
Western Association of 
Schools and Colleges 
reports that the results of 
the merger between the 
former College for Women, 
USD College for Men and 
law school, have proved a 
viable unit, and the next 
stage is to establish the new 
identity. 

“The formulation of goals 
at a Catholic-pluralistic 
institution such as USD is 
rendered complex by the 
religious-secular nature of 
the community,” states the 
report. 

“THE | TENSIONS that 
this situation must inevit- 
ably produce can become a 
continual anchor tied to 
each innovative proposal.” 


! 


The committee considers 
this situation “can con- 
tribute to the unity of the 
university staff and_ its 
sense of ‘community.’ ” 
Among inadequacies the 
report names the library 
situation, where there are 
three libraries in three 
separate buildings at pre- 


sent. This is now being 
changed. 
However, the _ report 


states that “it is necessary 
to reevaluate the univer- 
sity’s priorities in favor of 
an increase in library sup- 
port.” The law school lib- 
rary “has adequate provi- 
sion in terms of staff and 
library materials’ budgets.” 


THE NOISE due to 
acoustical deficiencies 
in the area of women’s dor- 
mitories was reported to be 
a defect “which often 
makes life in an otherwise 
serene environment 
uncomfortable.” 


The most serious prob- 
lem facing the administra- 
tion, according to the com- 
mittee “is the obviously 
uncertain nature of the uni- 
versity’s finances. It is cur- 


rently critical. The institu- 
tion is largely (75 per cent) 
dependent on tuition and is 
in debt.” ; 


The report says it is for- 
tunate that some of the debt 
— about $3 million — is to 
the Diocese of San Diego 
and the Religious of the 
Sacred Heart, with 
“favorable, interest-free 
repayment terms.” 


“THE UNIVERSITY 
needs additional revenue 
and financial reserves and 
endowment funds.” 


It is here that the commit- 
tee comments on the capa- 
bility of doubling the pre- 
sent student population 
“with only minor modifica- 
tions to present facilities.” 
This would help to provide 
income to solve the finan- 
cial: problem, the report 
says. 


Commenting on what it 
calls a “highly centralized 
administrative structure” it 
states that a good deal of 
authority is “vested in the 
hands of the provost and of 
the president, who work 
closely with the board of 
trustees.”

Looking back in anger 


By delegating a young Indian woman to register 
a protest against the treatment of American Indians, 
Marlon Brando’s rejection of the Academy Award 
last week was dramatic enough to bring this annual 
fantasy to some kind of reality. 


There is much in all of us which evokes a touch 
of John Osborne’s Look Back In Anger but I wonder 
whether, in the jargon of diplomats, this is not 
counter-productive. Calling on past grievances and 
outrages to witness to the need for change is a 
weapon which requires very careful handling. Often 
it boomerangs. 


Much of the trouble which continues to plague the 
Middle East comes from looking back in anger 
instead of dealing with the present. The people of 
Northern Ireland would surely progress towards 
Christian unity more readily if the murderous thugs 
on both extremes would stop looking back in anger. 
Of course historic events were the cause — but we 
have to deal with the present. 


If Indians, blacks and other minorities who have 
suffered from the past could build from where we 
all “are at” today, perhaps we could achieve real 
and lasting progress, instead of spasmodic or reluc- 
tant changes made under duress. 


Hyphenated hypertension 


Often the hyphenation which enters into so many 
ethnic descriptions provides its own hypertension. 
Instead of seeing a diminution of the hyphens we 
are almost seeing their resurrection. We hear about 
Polish-Americans, Mexican-Americans, Trish- 
Americans, American-Indians almost as much today 
as history records from 100 years ago. AsanIrish- 
Anglo-American who has lived in many parts of the 
world, I can record from personal observation 
nothing but discord being achieved by such hyphe- 
nation. 


The modern phrase is to take things from where 
they “are at.” In spite of the decadent English 
grammar, there is someting to be said for this 
philosophy. Let us by all means learn from history. 
But do not let us be plagued by history and its past 
mistakes. You don’t hear the English and French 
complaining about what the Romans did to them 
2,000 years ago. Let’s hope we can soon hear less 
and less about what someone did to someone else 
100 years ago. Over the shoulder mentality only 
leads to collision. Let’s look where we’re going, not 
where we are coming from. 


Irish soda bread 


Of course, if you want to start a real battle, let’s 
hear it for the battle of the breads from retreat 
houses. Brother Benno and his product at St. 
Charles Priory, Oceanside, is well known. But the 
Irish Carmelites at El Carmelo, Redlands, tell me 
they have Brother Boniface’s Irish soda bread to 
boast about. 


Father David sent me — from El Carmelo — not 
only the receipe for the bread, but a sample loaf. 
The bread was — notice the past tense — truly deli- 
cious, though perhaps an acquired flavor for some 
palates. Texture good and firm; designed, I imagine,

Who won in Vietnam? 


Lt. Gen. Victor H. Krulak, who gave the main 
speech at the unveiling of the Vietnam veterans’ 
memorial on the USD campus last week, described 
the days since the cease-fire as “the 60 days that 
may change the history of this nation.”

A PLAQUE dedicated to 
the veterans of Vietnam 
was unveiled in the center 
of the patio at Founders 
Hall, University of San 
Diego last week.

Lay missionaries return 
after six years in Malawi 


Marcia Messmer and Lorene Homan, parishioners of 
St. Brigid’s church, Pacific Beach, gave up good 
employment as medical technologists in 1965 to be 
missionaries in Malawi, Central Africa. After six 
years in a mission hospital operated by the White Sis- 
ters, they are now back in California. “Volunteer work- 
’ ers and donations from overseas are still needed in 
mission work,” they write in this special article for 


the Southern Cross. 


THE SOUND of drums 
beating in the night, the 
cries of the hyenas, the 
smiles and friendly greet- 
ings of the people of Malawi 
— all this we left behind as 
we completed our second 
three-year term. 


We joined the Lay Mis- 
sion Helpers Association of 
Los Angeles in 1965, which 
sends volunteers to under- 
developed areas of the 
world. 


They come from all pro- 
fessions and walks of life 
and serve needy people, not 
only by the work they per- 
form but. also by being 
examples of Christian char- 
ity. 

WE WENT TO the Likuni 
mission and spent three 
years there working in the 


hospital laboratory. When 


we arrived we found con- 
struction of a laboratory 
was just beginning and our 
first task was to design the 


interior and order the 
equipment. 
We returned to the 


United States in 1968, but 
went back to the Likuni 
mission in 1970 to continue 
our work. We trained 10 
young Malawian men and 
who. 


women are now 


employed in hospital 
laboratories of the country. 


TO GET MORE African 
hospital personnel we 
obtained a scholarship for 
one of our graduates to 
study for a degree in medi- 
cal technology.

The Holy Shroud — centuries 
have not ended questions

WHAT MAY BE THE most written about piece 
of cloth in the world is 14 feet and three inches 
long by three feet and seven inches wide, bearing 
the front and back imprint of a human body. 

Known as the Holy Shroud of Turin, tradition 
dating to early centuries claims it was the linen 
cloth which was wrapped around Christ when he 
was removed from the cross and placed in the 
tomb. 

Is the human imprint on the shroud really the 
face and body of the crucified Christ? 


THOUSANDS OF books and pamphlets — pro 
and con — have made the shroud’s authenticity 
a matter of controversy among theologians, 
clergy, scientists and others. Many Popes have 
lent credence to its authenticity, but the Vatican 
has never officially declared any findings on the 
shroud. 


One of the more definitive statements came in 
1936 from Pope Pius XI: “We speak at this 
moment as a scientist, not as Pope. We have per- 
sonally followed the studies on the shroud and 
we are convinced of its authenticity.” 

Pope John XXIII was heard to say after looking 
at the shroud in the Turin Cathedral, “This can 
be only the Lord’s doing.” 


AND IN 1967, Pope Paul VI said in a homily, 
“Perhaps the image of the Holy Shroud reveals 
to us something of the human and divine person- 
ality of Christ.” 

Early history of the brownish linen cloth is 
obscure. Church fathers made references to the 
existence of a shroud, but the Turin cloth made 

_its first appearance when it was enshrined in 
Lirey, France, in 1354. 


It was brought there by Geoffroy de Charny, 
Lord of Savoisie and Lirey, who did not reveal 
where he had obtained it. But some believed it 
came from Constantinople. The shroud passed 
from Lirey to the Italian House of Savoy in 1452. 
Years later it was nearly destroyed by fire and 
marks of the blaze are still visible. 


IN 1578 IT WAS transferred to the Cathedral 
of Turin, Italy, where it is now in a concrete 
chapel. 

A dedicated believer of the shroud’s authentic- 
_ity is Dr. Peter J. Barone, a retired physician of 
St. Francis parish, Vista, who has done research 
and lectured on the shroud for 50 years. 

“Absolutely... the face on the Holy Shroud is 
the authentic portrait of Christ and I’ll stake my 
life on it,” he told the Southern Cross in an inter- 
view. 


“I‘M NOT CLAIMING any originality for this, 


but my belief is based on research and studies. 
Ihave facts backed by scientific research to show 
the shroud is authentic.” 


Dr. Barone has never seen the shroud in Turin, 
but he has been doing research since 1919 when 
he heard a lecture on it in Paris while with the 
American World War I forces. 


When he returned to America the same year 
he brought back with him a French book, The 
Authentic Portrait of Christ, by Sir Emmanuel 
Faure, published in 1918. Dr. Barone translated 
the book — which had been endorsed by the 
French bishops — and he believes he has the only 
copy in this country. 


THE BOOK, WHICH includes the first official 
photographs of the shroud taken in 1898, formed 
the basis of Dr. Barone’s lectures, first in Buffalo, 
N.Y., and later in Los Angeles. Slides of the 
photographs supplemented his talks. 


When he retired as a physician in 1968, he came 
to Vista where he has given talks on the shroud. 
Recently he was made a Knight of St. Gregory by 
Pope Paul. 


Dr. Barone said the 1898 pictures were taken 
by an Italian photographer, Secondo Pia, using 
the latest equipment. He took exposures of that 
part of the sheet believed to have covered 
Christ’s face and later: exposures of the entire 
sheet. 


WHEN THE PLATES were developed, the 
photographer was astounded to find he had posi- 
tive prints, not photographic negatives, and that 
the shroud acted as a negative. 


“He had a positive image of the face of Christ 
on his negative plate,’ says Dr. Barone. “The 
sheet, which is white, came out black and the 
image of the face, which is dark on the sheet, 
came out white and in the positive, photographi- 
cally speaking. 


“The body image also came out white and in 
the positive. The blood marks were very distinct 
in outline, whereas the images were vague, fading 
away at the edges. 


“WELL YOU CAN IMAGINE the furor which 
followed the announcement that they had a true, 
positive image of the face of Christ and of his 
entire body as it appeared at the time of the bur- 
ial, in other words, the authentic portrait of 
Christ. 


“Photography had done the trick as only photo- 
graphy can, by converting the color values to nor- 
mal and this proved that the images on the Holy 
Shroud were negatives.” 


The shroud, he said, was wrapped around 
Christ the long way, over his head and down the

Tears — and laughter — must be the 
most natural and primitive expres- 
sion of our human being. Before love 
and security teach us laughter and 
long before we learn speech, our 
infant instincts communicate fear, 
distress and discomfort in tears. 


As adults, we tend to shy from tears 
in a strange horror of “emotion- 
alism,” as though emotion were 
foreign to mankind. Yet, if the pinna- 
cle of human achievement were a 
detached, objective, unemotional 
personality, surely a robot would be 
our ideal — and not only tears but 
laughter and love, merely evolutio- 
nary embarrassments! 


FOR CENTURIES the perfect per- 
son has been portrayed — in most of 
the great religious and philosophical 
models — in shades of loving compas- 
sionate beings, capable of deep emo- 
tional involvement with others. 


And, if it were not so, how could we 
explain a Christ who wept for the loss 
of a friend and for another’s sorrow? 
A Ghrist who cried aloud over the fate 
of Jerusalem and in his own agony in 
the garden? 


Peter, Matthew tells us, “wept bit- 
terly” after his denial of Jesus. John 
“wept bitterly” to find no one worthy 
to open the scroll of Revelation. 


THE GREAT biblical figures of the 
Old Testament wept copiously — in at 
least 52 instances — and “until they 
had no more tears,” surely an 
extreme of anguish! 


Tears are as much a part of lan- 
guage as words, and often more sin- 
cere. They are eloquent where words 
fail, and express what cannot be 
articulated. 


Washington Irving found “a sacred- 
ness in tears. They are not the mark 
of weakness but of power. They speak 
more eloquently than a thousand 
tongues. They are the messengers of

overwhelming grief, of deep contri- 
tion and of unspeakable love.” 


THEY ARE A precious commodity, 
not to be squandered thoughtlessly 
but conserved and respected. They 
are the balm and plasma of the 
wounded heart. Anger and frustra- 
tion and vapid sentimentality, are 
not, I think, honest vehicles for tears, 
rooted as they may be in self-pity — 
that most corrosive of emotions. 


And there is something shameful in 
tears as a stratagem to gain one’s own 
way or elicit sympathy. But there are 
so many things which may bring us 
trembling to the brink of tears, or 
sweep us involuntarily over the spill- 
way. The disconcerting upsurge of 
joy; the inexpressible longing of love; 
the awesome discernment of beauty; 
the anguished voicelessness of 
prayer. 


Grief is one circumstance in which 
we feel free to let tears flow — and 
we do, but never enough! However 
intemperate the venting of sorrow, 
each grief experience precipitate 
oceans of unshed tears. 


TO RELEASE them all at once 
would be too devastating. Instinc- 
tively we recognize that our per- 
sonalities might risk disintegration in 
the flood. Little by little, over the 
years, if we are wise, we allow them 
to seep away until the pressure eases, 
without too much erosion of our emo- 
tional banks. 


We should not feel constrained to 
explain why we weep. If words could 
suffice we would have no use for 
tears. They are an outpouring, an 
overflow of intimate feelings we do 
not need to define or categorize — a 
release at a level of communication 
more deeply human and therefore 
more deeply spiritual than is our 
wont. 


If tears, our own or someone else’s, 
confuse or disturb us, it may be that 
we are trying to understand what we 
are not equipped to understand. Nor 
is it necessary always to understand, 
only to accept and let them be.

St. Louis parish marking 25 years 
with groundbreaking for new church

CATHEDRAL CITY — 
Bob Hope is not the only 
one building in Cathedral 
City. So is Father Alfred 
Geimer, pastor of St: Louis 
church here. 


But he plans no heated 


swimming pool, multiple 
bathrooms or _ extensive 
landscaping and his new 
church will come nowhere 
near the $2 million which 
Hope reportedly will spend 
on a home and furnishings. 


Although Hope’s home 
will have a Palm Springs 
address, it will be within 
boundaries of his parish, 
said Father Geimer. 


“OUR PARISH includes 
not only Cathedral City but 
parts of Palm Springs and 
Rancho Mirage,” he said. 


The St. Louis parish is 
between Palm Springs to 
the north and Palm Desert 
to the south in a desert 


climate which draws many 
retired and _ vacationing 
people. 


The parish will celebrate 
a triple occasion Friday, 
April 6, starting at 5:30 p.m. 
Bishop Leo T. Maher will 
break ground for the new 
church and rectory and con- 
firm a large group of chil- 
dren and adults at a con- 
celebrated Mass and the 
parish will mark its 25th 
anniversary. 


“IT WILL BE A day of 
gratitude for many people 
who worked tirelessly and 
devotedly for a new church 
sorely needed,” Father 
Geimer said, noting that the 
building fund drive was 
started in 1962. 


Since the parish was 
founded in 1948 by Father 
Joseph Leissler, parish- 
ioners have worshipped 
in a “temporary church” 
— a hospital barracks 
from a Palm Springs army 


camp. Father Leissler re- 
tired in 1972 and was suc- 
ceeded by Father Geimer. 


The former barracks will 
be converted into -a parish 
hall and community center. 
Near it will be the new 
church and rectory, costing 
an estimated $380,000. 


DESIGNED by Joseph 
Dameron of La Jolla, the 
church will be circular with 
pews around a raised sanc- 
tuary platform. Outstand- 
ing feature will be a gold 
anodized alumimum tower 
topped by a cross reaching 
70 feet above ground. 


“St. Louis parish has had 
many famous names as 
benefactors and con- 
tributors,” says Father 
Geimer.

Question: 
Recently a member of the 
Jehovah’s Witnesses informed 


me that the Catholic Church was 
begun by Constantine the Great 
and “You know what kind of man 
he was — he murdered his own 
mother.” I would appreciate any- 
thing you can find out about this. 


The first — and safest — thing we can 
say about Constantine is that he was a 
complex man_and a perfect reflection of 
his own times. 


But he did not establish the Catholic 
Church; rather, after the hectic era of per- 
secutions, he gave official recognition in 
the year 312 or 313 that the Church could 
have juridical status. As emperor he said, 
in effect, that the Catholic (Christian) 
Church had the same legal rights as any 
of the pagan religions. 


With regard to his own personal convic- 
tions — more about this anon. 


While we have little about Constantine’s 
background, we know that he was born of 
pagan parents in 285. The historian, Karl 
Baus, states that “his attachment to his 
mother (Helena) was deep and lasting... 
She was gifted above the average. 

“Through her son she later made -her 
way to Christianity; and when he became 
sole ruler, Constantine was able to give 
her the position of first lady in the empire 


and she filled it to perfection.” 
As a matter-of religious fact, Helena’s« 


ease! 


visits to the Holy Land were to have an 
enormous influence on later Christian 
worship — her enthrallment with the 
details of the historical life of Christ 
resulted in the concentration not on what 
Christ had done, but how he had done it. 


Her son did have his faults and human 
frailties. Henri Daniel-Rops recounts that 
“we cannot pass over in silence the crimes 
of one who threw the vanquished Ger- 
manic chieftains to the lions, who tortured 
to death 6,000 Suevian prisoners, and who, 
worse still, murdered Licinius his brother- 
in-law, Crispus his own son and Fausta his 
wife.” 


Obviously the family who disagrees 
together does not necessarily stay 
together. 


Mother was not overly enthusiastic 
about her son’s conduct, so she set sail for 
the Holy Land “to begin the first pilgrim- 
age ever made by a person of great worldly 
importance. Did she feel that she too was 
not exempt from responsibility in her 
son’s decision to kill his wife? Did she 
desire to implore, for herself and her son, 
God’s mercy in the very places where it 
had been made incarnate?” 


Whatever the case, Constantine tried to 
overcome his pagan moral values and did, 
throughout the remainder of. his life, 
champion the Church. He finally received 
baptism at the end of his life. 


Before this sacramental event, Daniel- 
Rops characterizes well the emperor’s 
struggle: “The message of Jesus had not 
really brought peace to this  well- 
intentioned but fear- and violence-ridden 


soul.” sy 
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End Ulster violence, 
ask north and south 
Irish Catholic bishops 


DUBLIN (RNS) — The 
Catholic bishops of the 
Irish Republic and North- 
ern Ireland, welcoming 
Britain’s White Paper on 
the future of Ulster, have 
demanded an immediate 
end to “all campaigns of 
violence” in the strife- 
wracked province. 

In a statement issued at 
the close of a two-day Len- 
ten meeting at Maynooth 
College, the bishops said: 


“The continuing violence 
in (Northern Ireland) with 
its callous disregard for the 
sacredness of human life 
has shocked the Christian 
conscience of the world.” 


NOTING THAT “the: 
overwhelming majority” of 
the Irish people “passion- 
ately desire and daily pray 
for peace,’ the prelates 
said it was “sad” that the 
majority should be held 
responsible for the crimes 
against God and humanity 
“of the very few.” 

“In God’s name,’ the 
bishops said, “we call upon 
all who are seeking politi- 
cal ends by violent means to 
defer to the manifest will of 
the people of all Ireland 


and bring all campaigns of 


violence to an end.” 


The reference, unmistak- 
ably, was the terrorist 
“Provisional” wing of the 
outlawed Irish Republican 
Army (IRA), which has 
rejected the British propos- 
als for Northern Ireland. 


THE GROUP has an- 
nounced its intention to 
pursue its frequently- 
stated aim of bringing 
about the reunification of 
Ulster * with the Irish 
Republic by force of .arms 
and bombs. 


The British White Paper 
— “Constitutional Propos- 
als for Northern Ireland” — 


-announced March 20, pro- 


vides for a sharing of power 
between the _ province’s 
majority Protestants and 
minority Catholics. 
Referring to the British 
plan, the bishops said: 
“Just now the course of 
events has entered on a sig- 
nificant new phase. 


“WE PROFOUNDLY hope 
that the recent proposals 
will be implemented in a 
way that will bring about 
true reconciliation.”

Albania executes priest 


for baptism, 


VIENNA (RNS) — A 
Catholic priest has been 
reported executed in 
Communist-ruled Albania 
for secretly baptizing a 


child, according to the 
Catholic news agency, 
Kathpress. ; 


Religious rites are out- 
lawed in the Balkan coun- 
try which, in 1967, proc- 
laimed itself the ‘‘first 
atheist state in the world” 
and closed all preicu 
institutions. 


Kathpress said reports 
from residents in the 
Albanian-Yugoslav border 
area identified the priest as 
Father Stephen Kurti, an 
inmate at a labor camp. 


THE AGENCY, stressing 
the reliability of its 
sources, said that the priest 
had been asked by a woman 
to baptize her child and was 
observed doing so. 


He was then reported to 
the authorities, it said, 
given a summary trial, sen- 
tenced to death and 
executed by a military fir- 
ing squad.

(Communist) Party, who has 
been in power since.

WASHINGTON, D.C. — 
The Federal Communica- 
tions Commission says it 
will hold a “non-public 
inquiry” into the broadcast- 
ing of obscene radio and TV 
shows. 


Its decision came after 
the commission received 
more than 3,000 complaints 
about such programs within 
three months, including a 
peak of 1,678 complaints in 
February.

NO PODIAMOS dejar al 
Senor en la tumba e irnos 
asi contentos por la vida; 
no podemos admitir que 
Dios sufra, se crucifique y 
muera, si no es para vencer 
asi el sufrimiento y la muer- 
te mediante la Resurrec- 
cion.
